GERST FILLY DISAPPOINTS. 

ESTELLA C. HEAVILY BACKED IN HER OAK- 
LAND DEBUT. BUT RUNS SECOND. 

Billy Pullman Takes the Feature Race from Nadzu 
by Inches— Joe Rose Wins 
Like a Good One. 



San Francisco. Cal.. Decemlier 10. — William 
Gerst’s big racing establishment was represented at. 
Oak in ml today for tlie first time, its colors being 
carried to defeat by Estella C. in the last race on 
the card. The California-bred filly was tlie best 
backed. Pacific const debutante seen here in a long 
time. Notwithstanding the claims made for Estella 
I that she was as good or better than her stable- 
mate, llanbridge. which had made good so convinc- 
ingly the day before, her backers harked back to 
Glassner s ihkh* riding of Footloose in the opening 
dash and were filled with misgivings in consequence. 
The result of the race proved that their apprehen- 
sions were well founded, as. despite a fast, game 
ami under more favorable conditions what would 
have lx*e« a winning effort, the good thing was mi 
equal to the handicap involved in carrying her weak 
rider to the front. 

The excellent card of six overnight races contained 
no stake features. In the fourth race not only were 
the best horses eoni|wt ing for the biggest prize, but 
it was productive of the most interesting turf spec-' 
taele. Only four horses faced the harrier. Billv 
Pullman. Nadzu. County Clerk and UeiuenilK*r. Tin 
finish was particularly thrilling and in doubt to the 
very last stride, when the first-named got up under 
1). .McCarthy s masterly effort. County Clerk, which 
led trom the start, swerved obliquely across the 
track and into defeat in the closing fifty yards, im- 
peding the last -coming Nadzu on the inside. But 
for these unlocked for hapiieuings. the favorite would 
iirtTo had to content himself with the smallest end 
ot the purse. 

A linens began proceedings with a hickv win over 
l-ootloose. Fredonia scored after a long uphill strug 
gle in the next, and Joe Rose, a promising two-year- 
old. I K‘ longing to Barney Sclireil>er, spreadeaglod 
superior opiposit ion in the third. The firth race was 
captured by Fufletta. Taplin. the Itedwell appren 
lice dtsplayed remarkable form on this sluggish son 
ot Mirthful, getting home finally after bumping his 
" :,v through the leaders when :i sixteenth out. Foul 
was claimed on behalf of Forerunner, but was not 
allowed. 

Favorites held their own today despite the muddy 
and l treacherous track conditions with three race's 
to their credit and as two second and a third choice 
in the betting t«*»k the remaining half of the card 
the layers had the worst of the argument with the 
speculatively inclined public. 

Perfect weather prevailed and the big patronage 
showed steadily increasing local interest in tin* s|n>rt. 

NEW YORK SCRAPS OF TURF NEWS. 

.New York. December 10. The Havana Telegraph 
strongly favors racing in Cuba, as the following 
comment on the opening of the season there clearly 
indicates: “Havana's racing season opened vester 

day afternoon with good races and none of the dis- 
agreeable features wbieli last year made the race 
meet unpopular. 

‘•Racing in Havana, if properly managed, will do 
more to popularize the city as a winter resort 
tor the spending class than anything else rouhl but 
it must be properly managed. The track must be 
kept in good condition, the races must be run 
suuare and the hooks must In* fairly made. If the 
slightest suspicion that the track management is 
playing into tin* hands of the Itookmnkers. or even 
permitting the latter to combine unfairly against 
the betlivig public, is aroused, it will 1 m* all off and 
racing in Havana will receive a black eye. from 
which U will be hard tor it to recover.”

The 
effect of the selling race war will be to cause owners 
to keep more nearly in line when they enter horses 
in selling races than tbev have been accustomed to 
do. and owners of the poorer class of horses will 
eventually benefit thereby. 



MAGAZINE GETS AWAY AND WINS. 

Judge Hamilton After the Rough Riders— Jockey 
Powers Kicked bv a Fractious Horse. 



Los Angeles. Cal.. Deeemlier 10. — The engaging 
of jockey Archibald to ride Magazine by owner 
Carman in the fourth race today had a wonderful 
effect on the colt’s running and instead of being 
left at the tM*st. as was tin* case with jockey G. 
Rurns riding several days ago. be dashed off Into 
a big lead when the barrier went up. He easily led 
by a wide margin until in the final sixteenth where 
Archibald, taking 110 chances with him when Vox 
1‘opuli threatened, hand rode him to the wire, the 
colt winning by three-quarters of a length.

F. Carman won handsomely on .Magazine’s victory, 
getting 4 to 1 for his money. He gave a dinner to 
a number of intimate friends after the race. I11 
the previous lace Carman also won a big bet on bis 
new purchase. St. Elmwood, but St. Elmwood's vic- 
tory was lucky. Itcdgauntlet. which finished second, 
being the best. 

Judge Hamilton again had on his disciplining 
clothes today, fining jockey Page $2 <hi for cutting 
across Lord iff the Forest on Taylor George. The 
interference was hardly sufficient to warrant 
a disqualification, but Judge Hamilton is making 
every effort to stop rough and unfair riding, and 
is visiting summary punishment on all offenders. 

Jockey Powers was kicked badly on the arm 
while on Aueassin in the fifth race, ami was unable 
to make lis mount on Coble skill in the sixth race, 
jockey Shilling ln'ing substituted. The »M*tting was 
by far the heaviest of the week, tlie twenty-five 
1 looks having t lie better of the day’s speculation.

STAR RACE AT SANTA ANITA SATURDAY. 

The Monrovia II a ml leap is the next stake offering 
of the Los Angeles Racing Association and will be 
run Saturday. December 12. at Santa Anita Park. 
The .Monrovia is a handicap sweepstakes for two- 
year olds and over at the time of closing, with 
$1,700 added, of which $700 to the second and $2oo 
to the third. Distance is one and one-eighth 
miles. This stake closed Tuesday. November 12. 
with forty-five nominations, including the fastest 
horses in training in tin* state of California. S. (’. 
Hildreth has named the ten l**st hois,** in his ex 
tensive stable and. though it looks as if he had 
this event at his mercy, it will be no easy contest, 
as his stable entry will meet with strong opposition 
from such redoubtable laeers as Jack Nunnallv 
Neva Leo. Pinkola. Doininus Arvl. Stank v Fav and 
others. If rain does not intervene before Saturdav 
and with the track in its present excellent condition, 
the fastest race of the present season should take

CORRIGAN INSPECTING NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans. La., lh*eem,her 10. — Edward Corrigan 
came down here from liis Kentucky farm, arriving 
yesterday noon. He took quarters .-it the (tninewald 
Hotel and in an hour had people running to his 
room, lie reminds the talent of the ifciVK when In* 
fell out with the Crescent City Jockey Club and 
determined to build a track here of liis own and 
fight the Western Jockey Club syndicate, which he 
did when he built the City Park track. Corrigan 
has consulted lawyers since his arrival here ami 
while he is like a sphinx, it is believed he is trying 
t<* form the basis for testing and fighting the Locke 
anti-racing law in the courts. He has not called 
upon Samuel F. Ileaslip. president of the City Park 
( lub.. nor has he communi<*ntcd with him. It is 
said Corrigan considers Ileaslip a weak brother in 
throwing up the sponge and declaring it impossible 
to hold racing in New Orleans this winter. This is 
the current explanation for the apparent coolness 
bctw<*cn the two chieftains of City Park and the 
failure of Corrigan to communicate with him. Pe 
spite the fact that he is consulting lawyers the 
local impression is that the Lirke law is watertight 
and that any attempt at racing here under the 
present sentiment would result disastrously. 

SAVANNAH’S COMING MEETING. 

Frank J. Bryan, the well-known racing official, 
will act as general manager and fudge for a thirty 
days’ meeting of the Savannah Jockey Club, which 
will open op Christmas day. Bryan says there are 
eighty horses at the Savannah track now and that 
others at Ben n ing. Baltimore anil several western 
tracks will be shipped there. The Savannah track 
is a half-mile affair, but it will be enlarged if the 
coming meeting is a success. Bryan says that (he 
meeting will receive the support of some of the best 
people in Savannah and that he will work hard to 
keep the racing at a high standard. The treasurer 
of the Savannah Jockey Club is Cornelius Fellowes. 
Jr., of New York. The sport will be in the care 
of a. corps of experienced officials. 

HAS AN OFFER TO TRAIN ABROAD. 

Lexington. Ky., December 10. — W. J. Young re- 
ceived today from S. S*. Howland. New York, a tele- 
gram asking if be would entertain a proposition to 
train a stable of horses in Germany next season. 
Mr. Young lias in training at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion course a stable of twenty good thoroughbreds, 
among them The Abbot. Darknight. Direct, Solicitor. 
Plate Glass. Bonnie Bard. Warfield. Moquette and 
Great Pirate, as well as several yearlings by Cesar- 
ian. Pirate of Penzance. Nasturtium and Mesmerist, 
lie telegraphed Mr. Howland that he was not 
anxious to part with these horses, but if the finnn 
dal inducement should prove sufficiently alluring 
lie would sell out here and go to the laud of the 
Kaiser. 

SHIPP S OPTIMISTIC VIEWS. 

Frankfort. Ky.. December 10.— J. V. Shipp, of 
Woodford County, is confident that the racing situa- 
tion will asButoe a brighter aspect during the com- 
ing year and expects a great revival in tin* breeding 
industry. Mr. Shipp is the owner of the not I'd stal- 
lions Bhies and Gay Lad. besides a number of famous 
broodmares. Shipp l>elieves that there will be a 
meeting held at Hot Springs and advises his friends 
to get their horses ready for an early spring engage- 
ment. lie himself lias several youngsters in train- 
ing at the Lexington track, which will lie shipped to 
Hot Springs shortly.

ALVEY’S EXCELLENT CALIFORNIA STABLE. 

Prominent among the large stables l<K*ated at | 
Santa Anita Park is that of Ed Alvey. who at the 
recent Lt Ionia meeting greatly strengthened his 
.string by the addition of Pinkola and Friend Harry. 
Alvey’s horses are in charge of Grover C. Baker, 
who is one of the youngest trainers of thoroughbred 
horses in this country. Baker had charge of Alvey’s 
string last season and proved himself a capable 
trainer. He developed Colonel Bob. the champion 
sprinter of last winter’s racing, and successfully 
handled McChord and Hazel thorpe. Colonel Bob Is a 
splendid-looking animal, a large black three-yea r-oid 
son of Cesarlon- — Fousolette. He is a remarkably 
last breaker, has marvelous speed and is a good 
weight carrier. Last winter he ran six furlongs in 
1:114, which was the American record for the dis 
tance until Nimbus broke it at Empire City, and 
was running so easily at the liuish that many horse 
men were of the opinion that he could have etisilv 
clipped off a few fractious of a second from the rec- 
ord. He fell lame shortly after being shipped to 
Kentucky and had to be tired and turned out for the 
summer. The new additions to the Alvey stable. 
Pinkola and Friend Harry, gave Baker two formal 
able racers which should prove frequent winners. 

Pinkola has proved a worthy successor to his 
famous sire. Pink Coat, the American Derby win 
r.er, and has captured many valuable stakes, in- 
cluding the La ton i a Derby and the rich Empire I 
City Handicap. Pinkola. as a two-year -old. made 
fifteen starts ami was never unplaced, finishing 
first in eleven, second in two and third iu two. 
earning the sum of $6,855. This year Pinkola lias 
started in twenty-three races, won thirteen, finished 
second in three and third in five, being only un- 
placed twice iu his two years of racing. He ha< 
earned thus far this season the sum of $24,730. 

Friend Harry is a two-year-old of great promise 
by Orlando- Alice Brand, dam of Pink Coat, and is 
so highly thought of that Alvey did not hesitate in 
.giving $S.OOO for him. He has onlv started iu five 
races, four of which he won and finished second in 
the other. He will be Alvey’s dependence in the 
Los Angeles and California Derbys. Prince Ahmed 
and Redgauntlet are two other good ones under 
Baker’s charge. It is seldom that any horse under 
the care of Baker goes to the post unfit to race his 
best and with such capable racers as he has in liis 
string now it will be surprising if the Alvey stable 
does not finish the season close to the top.

John H.rnes has a number of the Newcastle Stable I 
horses quartered at his farm at Stamford. Conn., 
and reports all in tine condition. 

Sailor Boy. which has the distinction of having J 
lM*aten Broomstick, has been the star of the racing 
play. “Blue Grass,” which failed to make good. 

The dead heat between Buffons and Thistle Belle 
on the opening day of the El Paso meeting was the 
most exciting neck-to-neck race ever witnessed in 
the state of Texas. 

James Villepigue Is of the opinion that Los An 
geles is the finest place in the world for winter 
racing and speaks highly of the manner in which 
the present meeting is being conducted. 

Jockey A. Walsh is riding very poorly at Oakland 
and has been outside the money nineteen times out 
of twenty-six mounts. Gilbert is another !>oy who 
is not doing well, riding one winner and four sec- 
onds out of eleven starts.
